If  the  very  able  paper  in  the. last  Examiner^  with  which  a  Correspon- 
Jeot  iaroured  us,  it  was  unanswerably  shown  that  the  objections 
eoaiDonly*  made  to  a  free  importation  of  foreign  corn  are  founded  in 
jnonooe  of.the  principles  which  regulate  production ;  and  that  the 
hilh  taxes  existing  in  this  country,  so  far  from  affording  a  reason  for 
Irvyiag  a  duty  on  foreign  corn,  form  a  strong  one  in  forour  of  its 
fitt  entry  into  our  ports.  We'  please  ourselves  in  thinking  that  this 
Tiew  of  the  question  is  becoming  that  of  the  nation  at  large,  as*  it  is 
tbtady  of  the  redective  portion  of  it.  Our  Correspondent  however 
tppesrs  to 'think  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  this  country  take*  it  out 
oftbe'^neral  rule*;  and  the  latter  part  of  his  artide  is  an  attempt  to 
|Soft,tbat  we  are  in  so  unlucky  t  a  predicament  with  our  high  taxes 
ad  fixed  charges  of  every  kind^  that  a  measure  which  should,  greatly  ’ 
liaer  prices,  however  atetractedly  good,  would  actually  increase  the 
kadsos  and  aggravate  the  distress  of  the  industrious  classes;’  From 
da  conclusion  however  we  entirely  dissent;  and  shall ‘end^vour 
briefly  to  state  why. 

'Wt  do  noit  deny  that  a  change  in  the  value  of  money,  by, violating 
is  ipirit  of  existing  ^contracts,’*  would  produce'  much  hardship.

mimhiif  m  mriiiime permanent  bene/it  to  the  nation? 

Oar  aiuiatioo  asnyffathaps  be  cacq^pared  to- tha^  of,  a  tradesman 
rin  has  from  pecuhar  circumstanees  h^  it  ip  hb  power  to  chiwge 
rey  fif|h  prfoes  to  his  cuetomers ;  and  while  in  the  receipt  of  a  large 
iooone,  has  fixed  himseff  wkh  h^  rent,  taxes,  salaries,  annuities, 
he.  circumstances  change, from  competition  or  otherwise;  his 
bsmew  begins  gradually  to  deoHne ;  and  he  saea  the  alternative  of 


buoeii  mdually  to  deoHne ;  and  he  saea  the  alternative  of 
dtber  lowerihg  his  prices,  or  losing  it  altogether.  His  fixed  pay- 
■nts  make  it  very  inconvenient  to  oo  the  former;  but  as  he  can  at 
fire  ooly  postpone  it — as  he. has  .to  consider  the  future  interests  of 
fih  chiidien—he  finds  it  the  least  of  two  evils,  and  sets  hin|felf  to 
locoomodaie  igi  listing*  engagements  to  his  altered  income.  The 
^Prescs  or  hji  establi^himm^  ere  retrenched — (without  hardship  to 
fihicrvsots^  if  the  c«u^  which  have  lessened  bis  income,  have  also 
rfiwpeoed  food) — and  his  landlord  and  creditors  will  not  generally 
^  a  deaf  *  ear  to  his  reasonable  request  for  a  reduction  of  their 
fi^esodf.  By  this  sort' of  arrangement,' added  to  economy;  he  will 
Prrim,  perhaps  intend,  his  business,  and  in  the  end  derive  greater 
Mts  from  lower  prices.  Moreover,  tfii  the  reduction  of  his  prices 
^  ooly  he  gradusd,  he  will  find  time  to  procure  gradually  easier 
from  his  creditors ;  and  will  establish  himself  on  a  more  secure 
"Pdef  tbtn  ever,  at  t^  expense  only  of  some  exertion  and  self* 
••bl  in  the  first  inregnoe. 

^jJfi*re*e  of  Great  Britam  is  still  stronger.  The  continuance  of 
^  prices  iavolvas  the  misery  and  demoraliiation  of  the  poor,  who 
^l^reriered  despgiatt  by  their  suflEeringS;  and  become  regardl^  of 
y**retal  restraints  whi^  (with  a  weDfod  and  clothed  population) 
^  aombers  of  the  laboorere  from  becoming  excessive.  TIm 
*  ea  overwhsdimng  reason  for  the  abandonment  of  the  artificial

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all  money  prices  would  be  changed  in  proportion ;  and  even  afow  ,> 
ing  that  rents  were  lowered  to  the  extentvof  10  millions,,  and  taxes  .

would  be  equal  in  value  to  150  millions  at  present  prices^.aqd  oon» 
sequeotly  that  the  .productive  .claeses  would  be  qhaigM  with  an.e3^tfa,( 
payment  of  30  millions  per  annum  to  the  unproductive.  We  thmk 
we  can  show  several  faHacies  in.  this  hypothesis.  ,  » 

In  the. first  place,  a.  free. importation  of  corn  would  not  have  the 
effect,  at  least  for  many  years,  of  lowering  the  price  from  60t.  to  40s^.| 
We  have  been  such  bad  customers  of  late  to  Ure  com-giowing 
countries,  that  little  or  nothing  has  been  raised  for  our  market.  The  f 
land  has  been  converted  to  pasture  and  other  purposes ;  and  it  would  , 
take  years  of  steady  and  large  deiaaod  on  our  part  to  bring  it  iofie  , 
cultivation  again,.  to>a  suflficitnt .extent  to  reduce  the  price  m,thia  , 
country  so  much  as  one-thini,  ;  We  .have  our  doubts  whether  the 
average  price  of  wheat  here  can  ever  be  as  low  as,.40i.;  but  of  this  we  . 
are  sure,  that  at  least  it  would  take  a  long  lime  to  settle  down  to  that  , 

.  level.  And  our  ar^ment  only  requires-  that  the  alteration  should  ^  : 
gradual,  to  afford  time  for  a  simultaneous  gredual  reduction  of  fixed  }

Secondly,  our  Correspondent  has  made  no  aUowenoe  for,  the 
natural  tendency  of  all  contracts,  to  aooommbdate  themaelvaa.  to  ^ 
altered  circumstances.

chaiMW  now  BMhBMr  or  propotad.  The  oblifstioqeey  finiiitian  ham  .  ^ 
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present  creditors  are,  to  a  great  extent,  not  the  original  lenders,  and 
therefore  against  them  the  plea  would  not  arail,  that  they  lent  a  less 
value  than  they  now  claim ;  many  of  them  cannot  and  none  will 
consent  to  compromise  their  claims.  There  is  tlere^re.  no  analogy 
bd^een  a  private  bargain  and  the  legislative  contract  which  the 
n&on  has  entered  into  with  those  who  have  lent  it  money  upon  the 
virtual  mortgage  of  its  whole  revenues.  The  indecent  manner  in 
wMeh  the  Landlords  talk  now  of  defrauding  the  Fnndholders  should 
be  reprobated  by  honest  politicians  of  every  party.  The  Landlords 
generally  were  advocates  for  the  war  which  created  the  debt ;  they 
had  the  benefit  of  high  prices,  and  of  a  prodigious  increase  in  the 
value  of  land ;  and  now  they  seek  to  avert  the  consequences  of  their 
own  profligacy-r(or  patriotism,  if  they  like  it  better) — by  dipping 
thOir  nands  anin  in  tne  pockets  of  those  from  whom  they  borrowed 
to  maintain  tmir  real  or  supposed  advantages ! 

The  public  generally  see  through  the  selfishness  and  injustice  of 
the  majority  of  the  Landowners  ;*  and  at  length  the  Farmers  refuse 
any  longer  to  be  cajoled  into  the  belief  that  interests  are  the 
same  as  those  of  their  landlords.  The  latter  are  doing  all  they 
can,  by  coaxing  and  by  browbeating,  to  get  the  tenantry  to  petition 
against  the  abolition  of  the  Com  Tax ;  but  the  farmers  l:^in  to  per¬ 
ceive  that  they  have  the  same  interests  as  all  produrers,  which  are  quite 
distinct  from  the  interests  of  receivers  of  rent  or  titlie,  and  eaters  of 
tag;  that  it  is  for  their  good  to  have  low  prices,  because  low  rents  and 
tithes  are  the  consequence,  and  because  the  labourer  will  then  be 
more  comfortable,  industriQus,  and  happy.  No  public  event  for  a 
lohg  time  past  has  given  us  greater  pleasure  than  the  evidence 
aflbrded  by  the  Apdover  meeting  (reported  in  our  present  paper)  of 
th^  growing  enli^tenment  of  Uie  farmers  on  this  important  point. 
The  rest  of  the  cornihunity  are  already  agreed  on  the  subject ;  and  if 
tb^  tenantry  join  them,  the  landowners,  notwithstanding  their  corrupt 
pcywef  hi  Paniament,  will  not  long  be  able  to  withhold  the  inestimable 
olessing  of  a  Free  IYiadi  iir  Food, 


HAMPSHIRE  MEETING  RESPECTING  THE  CORN  LAWS. 

A  veij  full  meeting  of  landowners  and  formers  took  place  at  the 
George  inn,  Andover,  on  the  22ad  September.  This  was  by  no  meant 
intended  on  the  part  of  those  who  called  the  meeting,  which  was  only 
Mtouneed  by  an  advertiseaMnt, signed^  Richard  Betball  Cox,"  inserted 
in  twe  provincial  papara,  and  addressed  to  **  owners  amd  ooeupiera  of 
lau4>**  Soma  apirilcd  indivkkiala  however  defeated  this  hole  and  corner 
Ml^eme  by  the  exteiwivn  oiraulatioa  of  a  notice  calling  upon  all  who  were 
inipuastea  ia  the  price  of  bsead  and  the  welfare  of  toeir  country,  to 
attfud  I  and  acoordingly  the  great  room  at  the  inn  was  crowded  to  excess. 
R.B.CpXiEsq.  took  the  chain  and  near  him  tba  great  landowners  who 
llad  Wk  planned  the  meeting,  placed  themselves  as  a  distinct  body.  The 
bufinem  was  about  to  opmmehce,  when,  to  the  surprise  and  annoyance 
of  smswal  of  the  leading  persons,  in  walked  Mr  Hunt.  The  farmers 
had^therad  togethtordn  a  thick  crowd  at  the  end  of  the  room,  at  a  res* 
peoftral  distanoe  from'  their  laad  lords  and  Magielrates.  It  ia  neoasaary 
to  ohcemhera  (says  the  Chronicle  Eepoeter)  that  those  formers  who  were 
out  of  eight  of  the  formidii^hU  b^y  arrayed  at  the  top  of  the  room,  dis- 
plsj^d  a  great  deal  more  epirit  than  iboee  who  were  in  view. 

The  Chairman  produced  a  string  of  Resolutions  which  had  been  pre- 
pnred,aad  briefly  stated  bis  hope  of  the  concurrence  of  the  meeting  in 
them.  They  were  read,  and  proved  to  be  a  remonstrance  against  the 
measures  **  which  appeared  to  be  in  contemplation**  with  regard  to  a 
free  trade  in  corn  and  wooit  the  mieeriee  of  the  labourer,  and  the  pres¬ 
sure  apon  the  occupier,  were  touched  upon  {  and  a  Petition  to  Parliament 
was  veoominendad,  praying  the  legfolatura  not  to  perastt  any  alteration 
in  tim€k»ra  Lawn,  and  In  taka  into  a— sideraiioft  tha  dtpreased  state  of 
theeMrket  foe  homw>gr^w  wonL

Renu,  tithes,  rates,  mortgages,  and  alrnoit  ,11 
agreements  and  contracts,  were  made  in,  and  regelated  by,  thedeow. 
ciated  currency ,  but  the  Legislature,  at  n  subsequent  peri^,  chaoss  the 
cuwncy,  without  lowering  the  interests  of  the  debt,  reducing  the  es. 
tablishmenu  of  Government,  or  making  any  equiuble  arraegemeni  be¬ 
tween  cr^itor  and  debtor.  It  was  tlierefore  impossible  that  the  producu 
of  the  soil  could  be  brought  to  market  in  England  at  prices  so  moderate 
as  those  of  Europe  at  large  ;  or, that  British  industry,  so  burdened, oould 
compete  with  foreign.  Mr  Marsh  concluded  by  moving  a  Petition  to 
Parliament,  which  embodied  the  foregoing  sentinaents,  and  prayed  for  • 
large  reduction  of  taxes.  Mr  Marsh  sat  down  amidst  applause. 

Mr  Hump  seconded  the  Petition,  and  congratulated  the  formers  upon 
the  nresent  meeting.  He  was  astonished  that  in  the  year  1886  a  set  of 
laudownara  should  ask  the  farmers  to  join  them  in  petitioaing  infovoorof 
high  rents.  “  I’ll  ask  every  one  of  those  formers,"  said  Mr  Uaat,*^  whe¬ 
ther  be  is  net  convinced  that  when  the  Corn  Bill  was  in  full  force, ruio 
was  going  on  rapidly  [cries  of  “  Yes,  yes,"  and  applause],  hiss  tax 
to  support  the  l^dlord  upon  tba  vitals  of  the  tanant,  who  is  in  turn 
compelled  to  take  the  sweat  of  the  poor  labourer,  for  little  or  nothing. 
Let  Sir  John  Pollen  and  his  brother  landowners' reduce  their  rent*  ons 
half,  and  he  will  see  what  a  powerful  effect  that  will  have  [cries  of  ‘♦Ha 
can’t  do  that ;  it  is  ir^ossibla,"  and  murmuriirg  amongst  the  landhol¬ 
ders].  Call  upon  the  UovernnneRt  to  reduce  the  taxes  fWo-ihirds  [“  Aye, 
that  would  ba  something,”  from  the  landholders^  If  you  but  jois  ths 
public  in  one  universal  demand,  the  object  must  be  accoospiidied. 
Depend  upon  It,  there  will  be  thousands  of  Petitions  seat  in  praying  ds- 
atruction  to  this  Landlord’s  Bill,  What!  the  Landholder  says,  do  yon 
want  to  ruin  the  Farmer  ?  This  is  all  nonsense.  The  cry  was  raised  iu 
order  to  excite  the  former  to  support  that  system  which  has  been  degrad¬ 
ing  the  population.  1  should  be  glad  (o  have  an  instance  of  the  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  agricultural  labourer  in  Sir  John  Pollen’s  father’s  time,  sod 
in  his  own.

New  Catholic  Asrociation. — ^The  collection  the  New  CRthoUe 
Rent  proceeds  more  briskly  thau  at  first  |  but  as  the  demands  upea  it  are 
large,  for  the  protection  m  those  forty-shilling  freeholders  who  arQ  per* 
secuted  by  their  landlords  for  their  conscientious  votes  at  the  late  eieo 
tion,  it  was  lately  proposed  that  the  Trusteea  of  the  Old  Rent  should  to 
requested  to  advance  a  portion  of  that  accumulated  sum,  to  be  repaid 
out  of  the  growing  receipts  of  the  New  Rent.  Mr  O'Connell  however 
has  strongly  opposed  this  project:  in  a  letter  read  at  the  laist  meeting  of 
the  Association,  he  expressed  his  fears,  both  that  such  a  prooeeaii^( 
would  subject  the  Association  to  the  vengeance  of  the  law,  and  that  it 
would  check  the  collection  of  the  New  Rent:  if  the  Old  Rent  were 
touched,  he  said,  it  should  be  made  over  to  the  New  as  a  gift,  not  as  a 
loan.  Messrs  Shiel  and  Brie  took  a  different  view  of  the  expediency  of 
the  plan,  but  would  not  press  any  measure  legally  hazardous.  In  the  course 
of  his  speech,  Mr  Shiel  mentioned,  as  an  instance  of  the  lengths  to  which 
Orange  landlords  went  against  the  forty-shilling  freeholders,  that  in 
Westmeath  Sir  Thomas  Chapman  had  brought  eieotments  aj^aiost  a 
herd  of  wretches  who  hold  at  a  penny  a  year.  What  caa  to  his  object 
(exclaimed  Mr  Shiel)  in  seeking  to  receive  a  penny  par  year  ?  Simplv 
this.  The  tenants  will  be  put  to  the  expense  of  legal  prooeedings,  and 
be  crushed  under  the  costs.  (Loud  cries  of  Hear^  Asor/**^^— In  Louth 
however  the  poor  Catholics  had  been  protected  ia  a  very  gratifying 
manner.

POPE'S  SKULL. 


TO  THE  EDITOR  OF  THE  EXAMlHSIt. 

SiRy*— Your  constant  reader,  G.  H.  D.  has  told  you  that  Pope*s  skull  fa 
not  in  the  possession  of  Mr  Proby,  the  Rector  of  Twickenham,  as  you 
stated,  and  that  Rev.  Divine,  he  says,  was  in  the  Isle  of  Wight  at  tho^ 
time.  As  it  was  first  made  pnblio  through  your  journal,  and  G.  H.  D.  knows' 
so  much  about  it,  he  should  in  fairness  have  told  you  the  only  mistake  is, 
that  it  is  the  Curate  of  Twickenham,  the  Rev.  Mr  Carr,  who  had  it.  As 
to  the  identity  of  its  being  Pope's  skull,  the  following  extract,  which  has 
since  appeared  in  the  Mhror,  communicated  by  a  resident  of  Twicken¬ 
ham,  is,  1  think,  sufficiently  conclusive:-*^*  About  the  I8th  of  June 
as  the  ^xton  of  Twickenham  was  digging  a  vault  for  Mr  J.  Burnett,  in’ 
the  ehuroh,  he  struck  against  the  head^-piece  of  Pope's  coffin,  and  it  fell 
out,  disclosing  to  view  tha  skull,  which  was  in  a  high  state  of  preser- 
vation.  All  the  teeth  were  in  it,  tot  when  it  was  taken  up  they  fell  out  § 
a  sort  of  wool  on  the  back  of  the  skull  was  takhn  for  hair.  Many  of  tb* 
inhabitants,  eager  to  obtain  a  memorial  of  their  beloved  Poet,  begged  a 
nail,  a  bit  of  list,  or  a  splinter  of  the  coffin.**  A  man  of  the  name  of 
Taylor,  who  has  not  received  any  education,  wrote  the  following  lines 
on  the  subject 

When  Shakspetre  found  that  death's  cold  band 
Had  seal'd  his  earthly  doom. 

These  lines  the  dying  poet  peon'd, 

And  ordered  on  his  tomb  t 
*  Blest  be  the  man  that  spares  these  stones,

Wlien  death  should  him  release. 

And  in  the  silent  tomb  be  laid.

John,  whose  Mothe?  Cole-Iah  solemnity  on  these  occasions  is  the  n^t 
diverting  thing  in  the  world,  gives  us  reason  to  believe,  that  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  Messrs  Bunting,  Newton,  and  Watson,  nobt  among  the  Wesleyan 
fhitemity,  into  something  like  primitive  Bishops,  with— as  the  arch 
rogue  tanctimonioualy  observes—^  an  episcopal  or  overlooking  power,” 
may  do  something  to  advance  this  ntost  desirable  union.  We  suspect 
that  in  the  announcement  of  the  suggested  left  handed  marriage  on  the 
part  of  Martin,  John  deals  largely,  as  usual,  in  the  thing  which  is  not ; 
but  according  to  kit'  story,  there  exists  a  strong  disposition  in 
certain  members  of  the  Meth^ist  connexion  ^  to  return  to  Mr  Wesley's 
old  plan  of  acting  with  the  church.”  Nay,  they  even  propose  to  revive 
something  like  the  Convocation,  by  placing  **  the  government  of  the 
connexion  not  in  the  hands  of  the  preachers  exclusively,  but  in  two 
homett  the  one  formed  of  travelling  preachers  only,  and  the  other  of 
representatives  sent  by  the  leaders,  stewards,  and  local  preachers  of  each 
circuit ;  nothing  to  be  binding  on  the  society  at  large  without  the  consent 
of  both  houses.”  Th  is 'might  pass  ;  but  John's  on  dit  goes  further; — 
**  They  will  hold  no  mttlingt  in  canonical  hours^  when  there  it  tervice  in 
the  retpective  churchet ;  nor  will  their  ministert  adminitier  the  sacrament ; 
and  to  prevent  a  deviation  from  this  plan  ^  the  chapelt  will  be  settled,  subject 
to  forfeiture  to  the  crown,  if  these  principles  be  departed  from,**  Now 
Who  believes  a  word  of  this  marked  passage,  as  correctly  descriptive  of 
the  sense  of  any  influential  party  among  the  Methodists?  or  what  man 
cannot  perceive  that  it  is  a  sort  of  sounding  of  the  other  side  in  regard  to 
the  basis  of  a  plan,  by  which  the  Wesleyan  Capuchins  may  be  hooked 
within  the  control  and  influence  of  the  Establishment  ?  The  far-famed 
kind  invitation  of  Mrs  Bond  to  the  ducks  to  come  and  be  killed,  is  but  a 
parody  of  this  very  pleasant  scheme.  Chapels  forfeited  to  the  Crown  in 
default,  and  so  on— -Oh  John,  John  !  The  thing  was  named  last  year 
at  Beverly,”  adds  this  Crown-and-Cusliion  Fox,^  before  the  Archbishop 
of  Yorki  the  Archdeacon  of  Cleveland,  and  other  Clergy,  when  Ins 
G^ace  was  uhderttodd  to  be  friendly  to  the  ifleasure,  and  his  examining 
chaplain,  the  Venerable  and  Rev.  Archdeacon  Wrangham,  expressed 
himself  warmly  and  at  length  in  its  praise  ;  the  Archbishop  of  Dublin 
has  also  patronized  it ;  so  has  Dr  Southey,  the  poet-laureat,  and  num¬ 
bers  of  both  clergy  and  laity.  At  present,  we  say  no  more,  than  to 
recommend  the  subject  to  the  serimis  consideration  of  influential  persons 
lifte  those  who  have  already  given  it  their  attention  and  approbation.” 

What  a  modest  pause  !  **  1  can  no  more,”  exclaims  the  poet  in  Scrib- 
lerus,  when  he  really  can  no  more.”  It  is  clear  and  palpable,  that 
the  Methodists,  as  a  body,  neither  have  nor  can  have  wishes  of  this 
nature ;  aiid  although  a  few  of  their  leaders  might  possibly  be  bought 
oyer  to  favour  such  a  scheme,it  is  obvious  that  the  more  sensible  members 
of  Uie  connexion  would  remain  behind.  Nor,  indeed,  do  we  believe 
that  any  prudent  or  influential  portion  of  the  High  Church  clergy  are 
anxious  for  this  consummation.  .  Who  knows  not  that  the  interests 
of  the  secular  clergy  of  the  Church  of  Rome  were  seriously  injured  by 
the  crafty  influence  of  the  wandering  monkery  ?  and  in  other  respects, 
what  is  that  of  England  to  get  by  it  ?  The  upper  grades  of  the  Anglican 
Cliurch  at  present  do  less,  and  receive  more,  than  any  other  church  in  the 
world, except  possibly  that  of  Spain  ;  and  now  that  power  and  the  compelle 
intrare  are  out  of  the  question,  what  hierarchy— we  speak  of  corpora¬ 
tions,  not  of  individuals— is  anxious  for  more?  and  above  all, for  the 
admission  of  an  active,  industrious,  influential  confederacy,  which  in  time 
might  push  them  from  their  stools  with  as  much  ease  as  the  usher  and 
the  physician  step  into  the  thrones  of  their  two  Majesty  s  of  .Brent  ford  ? 
And  then,  would  these  supereminently  grave  persons  openly  choose  for 
their  literary  advocate  the  author  of**  Killing  no  Murder?'*  No  {  the 
case  is  clear:  the  whole  of  tliis  precious  notion  is  spawned  by  that 
exquisite  combination  of  fudge,  craft,  and  interested  hypocrisy,  which 
would  excite  a  sedsation  at  any  rate,  because  dissatisfied  with  the  calm 
progression  of  reason,  tolerance,  and  mutual  good  will.  The  Constitu¬ 
tional  Society  was  the  idea  of  this  inexpressible  gang  i  some  of  whom, 
as  in  the  instance  of  South^,  may  have  talents  in  their  way,  but  cer¬ 
tainly  not  in  this  way  |  and  like  Gay*a  Bear  in  a  boat,  the  more  busy  they 
appear,  the  more  al^lutely  'nothing  are  they  doing.  As  to  writing  on 
these  and  similar  subjects',  oh  for  the  mouth  of  Qaragantua  to  laugh  loud 
enough  1  We  vow  to  the  Lord,  we  know  of  nothing  more  ludicrous  on 
the  Uce  of  the  earth  than  the  assumption  of  sanctity  and  gravity  by 
Theodore  Hook,  of  profundity  by  the  poor  thing  of  the  Literary  Gatette, 
and  of  anything  in  reference  to  man,  in  his  social  and  general  relations, 
by  Robert  Southey. ,  Aa  we  have  had  reason  to  observe  before,  the 
veriest  monk,  with  nek  an  idea  above  his  convent,  never  went  beyond 
the  latter  in  a  blind  disregard  to  truth,  when  opposed  to  the  honour  of  it.  It 
is  difficult,  indeed,  to  couceive  how  a  man  ao  otherwise  gifted  and  ac¬ 
complished  can  possibly  emit  so  much  puerility  as  he  has  vented  in  his 
**  Book  of  the  Church,**  and  kindred  writing  in  other  compositions.  This, 
hpwevsr,  would  be  bearable,  but  Robert  can  be  rancorous  as  well  as 
PVerile)  and,  to  make  oei  the  monk  complete,  we  suspect  that,  had  he 
lived  in  days  of  yore,  he  would  have  shone  in  the  composition  of  holy 
lq|(ends,  and  have  piously  consigned  to  the  flames  the  daring  soul  who

THEATRICAL  EXAMINER. 

Be  it  known  to  all  men,  that  in  thi,  year  of  grace,  one  thoiuand  ei.Li 
hundred  and  twenty-six,  we  are  theatrical  croakers,  and  deem  the 
situation  of  the  stage  in  nearly  as  sorry  a  plight  as  the  commercul 
and  manufacturing  interests,  and  partly  from  the  same  cause  too  —a 
previous  spirit  of  overtrading.  Theatrical  proprietors  having  in*  the 
true  rage  of  speculation  and  monopoly,  built  theatres  of  a  size,  and 
formed  establishments  upon  a  scale,  which  it  requires  nightly  multi¬ 
tudes  to  support,  the  said  multitudes  are  not  always  forihcoming,^and  the 
consequent  deficiency  of  anticipated  profit,  added  to  an  interesting 
Chancery  suit  or  two, — a  constant  appendage  to  a  National  Theotn 
in  these  degenerate  times, — causes  great  confusion  in  the  critical 
relations  of  receipt  and  expenditure.  Another  mischief  has  attended 
this  gigantic  order  of  the  day, — the  most  refined  and  masterly 
touches  of  tragedy,  and  the  lighter  and  more  elegant  felicities  sf 
conversational  com^y,  are  unavoidably  lost  to  about  two-thirds  of 
the  spectators,  whom  they  cannot  reach ;  a  state  of  the  case  at  once 
depressing  to  the  actor  and  to  the  larger  part  of  the  audience. 
Lastly,  when  houses  of  this  kind  really  fill,  from  the  very  nature  of 
things,  the  rate  of  proportion  between  persons  of  a  decent  share  of 
reading  and  discrimination,  and  others  vrith  mere  eyes  tod  ears,  U 
vastly  increased  on  the  unfavourable  side.  Without  descending  to  the 
utterance  of  any  twaddle  about*  the  days  of  our  youth,  this  &ct  we 
think  must  be  obvious  to  all  who  have  witnessed  the  winter  theatres 
as  they  have  been,  and  now  are,  ’  It  is  not  therefore  for  actors,  or  at 
least  for  proprietors  and  managers,  to  become  solemn  on  the  subject 
of  the  legitimate  drama ;  they  have  themselves  rendered  its  success 
next  to  impossible.  Having  done  so  much  to  make  their  houses  ft 
only  for  spectacle,  music,  and  melo-drama,  and  to  render  such  sort  of 
audiences  indispensable,  as  will  inevitably  prefer  them  to  everything 
else,  what  right  have  they  to  spout  upon  legitimacy  ?  We  will  not 
decide,  in  the  way  of  cause  and  effect,  whether  the  present  dearth  of 
genius  in  the  higher  walks  of  tragic  and  comic  composition  is  attributa¬ 
ble  to  tUe  above-recited  circumstances,  or  if  those  circurostinces,  on 
the  contrary,  fonn  the  source  of  existing  dramatic  deficiency;  but  that 
they  materially  operate  upon  each  other  is  certain.  While  aware 
that  however  apparently  various  in  outward  costume,  the  pri 
mary  passions  and  affections  are  not  very  riumeroui,  and  conse¬ 
quently  that  the  changes  which  have  been  so  long  rung  upon  them  must 
render  novelty  in  tragedy  difficult,  we  still  cannot  bring  ourselves 
to  think  that  it  is  altogether  unproducible.  Again,  in  respect  to 
comedy,  the  humours,  affections,  and  manners  of  every  kind  of  life 
have  been  tolerably  well  sifted,  but  certainly  not  to  the  extent  of  pos¬ 
sible  combination,  even  in  a  pure  and  legitimate  form.  In  respect  to 
both,  therefore,  we  apprehend  that  the  necessity  of  catering  in  so 
large  a  proportion  for  the  exclusive  eyes-and-ears  party,  in  addiuw 
to  the  coolness  with  which  the  said  party  receive  everything  which  »s 
not  especially  adapted  for  them,  lowers  the  value,  and  coosequen^ 
the  incitement,  to  the  higher  order  of  dramatic  production.  ^  .

The  chief  novelty  on  the  stage  was  a  new  drop- 
g;ene  by  Stanfield,  representing  the  vestibule  of  a  temple  with  an 
exquisite  look-out  through  a  .magnificent  portal  into  a  beautiful 
dissic  landscape,  in  the  spirit  of  the  style  of  Claude  Lorraine.  It 
is  at  once  chaste,  splendid,  and  worthy  the  high  character  of  the 
irtijt.  The  performances  on  this  occasion  were  the  Wonder  of  Mrs 
Cmtlivre,  a  Dutch  Fair,  and  the  Marriage  of  Figaro,  In  the 
tbrmer,  Miss  £.  Tree,  sister  of  the  attractive  and  transplanted 
M.  A.  Tree,  made  her  debut  in  Violante,  She  was  received  with 
marked  applause,  which  reminiscences  of  the  departed  evidently 
contributed  to  render  more  than  usually  emphatic.  Her  appearance, 
like  that  of  her  sister,  is  very  ladylike  and  prepossessing ;  her  coun¬ 
tenance  is  also  expressive  and  intelligent,  and  in  stature  she  is  rather 
tall,  with  a'  slender  and  finely  proportion^  figure.  Her  voice  wanted 
power,  or  possibly  only  practice,  for  a  due  marking  of  the  stronger 
emotions  of  Violante;  but' in  other  respects  her  tones  are  exceedingly 
dear  and  agreeable.  Her  action  was  also  easy  and  animated,  and 
ihere  was  no  effort  or  study  necessary  to  assume  the  lady ;  which  is 
‘often  the  case  even  where  great  talent  is  not  wanting.  Upon  the 
whole,  a  highly  promising  if  not  perfect  performance.  Wallace 
was  the  Don  Felix,  and  Mrs  Davison,  for  the  first  time,  the  in- 
trigniog  and  interested  waiting- woman.  Flora;  and  she  represented 
the  selfish  vixen  with  admirable  spirit.  The  rest  of  the  piece,  being 
cast  as  heretofore,  requires  no  observation.

FOREIGN  INTELLIGENCE. 

RU&«IA. 

Coronation  of  the  Emperor. — ^The  French  piiper«  contain  the  foT-^ 
lowing  particulars: — The  coronation  of  the  Emperor  Nicholas  took  placq 
at  Moscow  on'  the  3rd  September.  All  the  persons  mentioned  in  the 
official  programme  occupied  their  places  in  the  cathedral,  where  the 
Emperor  arrived  in  procession  with  all  his  Court.  In  the  midst  of  the 
church  was  constructed  an  elevated  platform,  on  which  were  placed^ 
under  the  same  canopy,  the  thrones  of  the  Emperor  and  the  Empress. 
Before,  and  to  the  right,  was  raised  the  throne  of  the  Empress  Mother. 
The  ceremony  commenced  as  soon  as  the  Emperor  bad  entered.-  >  Tl^e 
Grand  Dukes  Constantine  and  Michael,  in  quality  of  attendants,  stood 
near  the  throne,  and  the‘Grand  Duke  Constantine  performed,  about  ihA 
person  of  the  Emperor,  the  functions  ofan  Aide-de-Camp  Generni,  whoae 
uniform  ho  wore.  The  Emperor  placed  the  crown  upon  his  own  head, 
and  then  upon  that  of  the  Empress  :  when  he  resumed  it,  the  Empress 
took  a  smaller  crown  to  wear.  Immediately  after  the  coronation,  and 
while  Domine  Satvum  was  singinj^  the  members  of  the  Imperial  family 
came  to  present  their  homage.  Tlie  Empress  mother  first  appmacheci. 
The  Emperor  rapidly  descended  from  his  throne.  The  Empress  Mother 
locked  him  in  her  arms,  and  kept  him  during  several  minutes,' lavishing 
upon  him  careues.  This  effusion  of  maternal  tenderness  moved  the 
spectators  even  to  tears.  It  may  easily  be  conceived  what  interest  the 
presence  of  the  Grand  Duke  Constantine  added  to  this  unexpected  scene* 
Their  august  mother  held  them  both  in  her  arms,  and  the  spectators 
observed  on  the  countenances  of  the  two  brothers  how  happy  they  were 
at  having  performed  their  duties.  The  Grand  Duke  Constantine  dis¬ 
played  the  best  grace  in  all  his  intercourse  with  bis  brother,  and  his 
presence  at  Moscow  produced  a  remarkable  effect.  After  the  ceremony 
had  been  concinded,  the  Emperor  returned  t  othe  Palace  in  the  same 
order  as  on  entering,  with  the  same  attendants,  the  crown, upon  hia'head, 
and  the  sceptre  in  his  hand.  Amphitheatres  had  l^en  consiructed,  which 
united  the  three  churches  and  the  palace.  Ten  thousand  spectators 
covered  the  benches  of  these  amphitlieairrs,  and  acclamations  burst  forth 
at  the  passage  of  the  Emperor.  After  some  moments  of  repose,  his  Ma¬ 
jesty  proceeded  to  the  banquetting  hall.  All  the  persons  holding  the 
great  offices  of  court  occupied  three  tables.  A  table  with  three  covera 
was  prepared,  under  a  canopy,  for  the  Emperor'and  the  two  Empresses. 
The  Grand  Dukes  Constantine  and  Michael  remained  standing.  Tlie 
Clergy  alone  partook  of  a  repast  during  the  Imperial  dinner.  In  the 
evening  a  splendid  illumination  took  place  x  the  K^mlin  was  magnifi¬ 
cently  lighted  up.  Petes  and  illuminations  wet e  appropriated  to  every 
day  ouring  the  rest  of  September,  and  an  extensive  disiributton  of  titles 
and  orders  was  made. 

A  manifesto,  issued  by  the  Emperor  Nicholas,  at  Moscow,  Sept.  3, 
which  is  stated  to  have  b^n  drawn  np  at  St  Petersburgh,  on  the  Ifhh  of 
July,  declares  the  succession  to  the  Russian  I'hrone,  as  laid  down  by  the 
late  Emperor  Paul,  in  1797,  to  remain  unchanged  in  principle.  By  the 
rules  then  promulgated,  the  reigning  Emperor  is  authorised  to  name  the 
Regent,  during  the  minority  of  the  next  heir  to  the  Crown.  The  Grand 
Duke  Michael, it  is  declared,  ahall  be  the  Regent  during  the  minority  of 
any  Son  who  may  survive  the  present  Enpperor,  or  be  TOrn  to  him  after 
his  death  (  and,  m  the  event  of  hit  leaving  no  inue,  the  succession  to 
the  Crown  it  then  stated  to  be  with  the  Grand  Duke  Michael. 

Constantinople,  Sept.  S.— -Public  tranquillity  appearing  re-esta¬ 
blished,  the  Sultan  resolved  to  restore  the  standard  of  the  Prophet  to  the 
Grand  Mosque.  Preparations  for  tbit  ceremony  bad  been  made  x  nothing 
remained  but  to  open  the  gatesof  the  Seraglio,  when,  at  the  same  instant, 
broke  out  one  of  the  roost  frightful  fires  which  ever'deaolated  the  capital. 
It  shewed  itself  first  in  the  house  of  a  beker,  snd  spread  with  such  rapi¬ 
dity,  that  at  Pera  it  was  believed  the  fire  hsd  begun  in  a  hundred  dim- 
rent  places  at  once.  Terror  and  oonttemafioo  have  reigned  sinee  that 
moment,  and  the  Sultan  finds  hiroeelf  in  a  very  critioal  poeition.  Wavea 
of  flame,  notwithstanding  succours  directed  by  the  Sultan  in  paBion,paea 
unaeasingly  over  the  Seraglio,  the  gates  of  which  are  open  to  all  the 
reat  fugitives  who  hsd  favoured  his  reforms.  They  estimste  the  num-

But,  with  all  this  seeming  prospect  of  a  speedy  amendment,  with  the 
Mviefll  advsaeed  prieds  that  are  obtained,  with  the  orders  received,  which 
mieol  be  executed  within  the  time  in  which  they  are  wanted,  trade  is  not 
SBproitable  as  to  enable  the  masters  to  do  more  than  merely  to  avoid 
hiis;  by  tbeir  goods^  in  consequence  of  the  low  prices  they  obtain  for  the 
trtielas  when  finished. 

That  money,  however,  is  become  more  plentiful,  there  is  no  reason  to 
faobt)  for  the  capitalists,  who  intend  to  purchase,  see  clearly  that  there 
ii  BO  probability  of  being  able  to  buy  goods  cheaper  than  they  can  do 
sow,  and  tberemre  find  itio  be  their  interest  to  come  into  the  market  with- 
Nt  farther  delay. 

Conlideuce  in  each  other's  stability  is  becoming  more  fashionable  than 
of  tale  it  has  been,  and  goods  may  now  be  obtained  on  short  credits,  par- 
tkalsrly  by  those  dealers  who  have  hitherto  weathered  the  storm,  and  are 
lilelj  to  continue  firm. 

There  is  a  regularly  good  demand  for  twist,  on  some  numbers  of  which 
SB  adrsnee  of  a  halfpenny  and  a  penny  per  pound  has  been  obtained 
without  difficulty,  and  many  more  of  these  sorts  might  have  been  sold, 
bad  they  been  In  the  market.  Both  buyers  and  sellers  brightened  up, 
ud  repeatedly  congratulated  each  other  on  this  great  improvement  in  the 
state  of  trade. 

The  Manufacturers  continue  to  give  out  work  to  tbeir  weavers  and 
sthers,  who  are  straining  every  nerve  to  earn  sufficient  to  keep  them- 
selrcs  and  families  from  absolute  starvation.  More  they  do  not  expect 
to  obtain  at  present  prices,  neither  are  they  sanguine  enough  to  ex- 
yoet  that  even  the  present  amendment  will  much  better  their  present  de¬ 
plorable  situation.

Vigo  Bat  CoMPANT.»On  Monday  last  a  neetlng  took  place  of  tbe 
shareholders  in  the  precious  scheme  of  fishing  up  the  treasure  said  to  be 
lying  at  the  bottom  of  Vigo  Bay  in  Spanish  vessels  sunk  (as  the  story 
goes)  by  the  English  in  the  great  war  with  Spain.  Mr  Isaac  Dickson 
had  called  the  meeting,  in  order,  as  the  projeetor  of  the  scheme,  to  clear 
himself  from  the  imputations  on  his  character.  Ho  entered  Into  a  long 
statement  of  bis  original  contract  with  the  Spanish  Chivernment  (by 
which  they  were  to  have  half  the  profits  of  the  Ireasuro-fishing)— bm 
explicit  statement  of  all  the  circumstances  to  eight  gentlemen  who  agreed 
to  become  directors— ‘and  the  eflbrts,  hitherto  fruitless,  of  the  vessels  em¬ 
ployed,  to  raise  what  they  searched  for.  He  denied  that  ho  bad  ever 
told,  and  caused  to  be  sold,  a  tingle  share.  He  had  exchanged  seventeen 
shares  with  a  gentleman  at  Madrid  for  Gold  and  Silver  Mining  Shares, 
and  was  afterwards  greatly  annoyed  to  find  them  in  the  market ;  but  he 
recovered  all  except  a  few,  for  which  he  admitted  he  received  300/  each. 
He  protested,  that  persons  had  no  more  right  to  blame  him  for  the  non- 
success  of  the  scheme,  than  they  would  have  to  blame  Mr  Bish  for  selling 
them  blanks  in  the  lottery.  He  declared  he  had  never  made  false  repre¬ 
sentations  on  the  subject,  and  that  those  to  whom  he  sold  considered  the 
purchase  to  be  like  baying  a  lottery  ticket.— A  shareholder  asked 
Mr  Dickson,  whether  the  thing  was  abandoned  or  not  ?  Mr  D.  **80 
much  uncharitable  work  has  been  going  on,  that  1  would  wish  to  answer 
the  shareholder  prUratelj.  1  should  be  sorry  if  1  thought  1  should  die 
without  making  a  strenuous  eflbrt  to  get  at  that  treasure.**— Mr  Cham¬ 
bers,  the  magistrate,  exhibited  a  share  on  which  it  was  stated  that 
Mr  Dickson  sold  it  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  300/.  from  a  Mr 
O'Shea :  this  he  considered  a  false  pretence,  to  raise  the  value  in  the 
market  \  and  he  denounced  it  as  coming  within  the  law  as  to  fraudi. 
Much  altercation  ensned,  and  finally  a  committee  was  appointed  to  inves¬ 
tigate  the  afl'airs  of  the  Company,  &c.— A  Correspondent  of  the  Morning

MriDlB  xiAB  Athloxb.— Mr  Burne,  a  Quaker  gentleman  of  large 
mprrty,  residing  at  Rockhill,  county  of  Roscommon,  within  about  four 
Alklone,  has  been  murdered  and  robbed  in  the  night  by  a  band 
dtrmei  tnea.  On  the  arrival  of  a  number  of  persons  who  had  heard  the 
nwMral  bis  bouse,  which  is  situated  in  a  wild  country,  they  witnessed 
ikwrible  scene,  in  a  small  room  lay  the  corpse  of  this  aged  gentleman. 
Hiiwenth  was  expanded,  and  his  eyed  glared  ;  his  breast  exhibited  two 
ittf  aoaods,  supposed  by  gun  shots,  and  his  bed  was  clotted  with  gore. 
Oitbs  flMr  was  strewn  large  quantities  of  silver,  with  bank  notes,  leases, 
kiidiyhe.;  and  all  his  desks  lay  in  fragments,  being  shattered  to  pieces 
iitbe  search  for  money.— There  were  in  the  house,  when  Mie  murder  was 
(Mmiited,  two  servant  maids,  a  servant  man,  and  a  sister  of  the  deceased. 
Frmi  tbeir  account,  the  deed  was  perpetrated  at  about  two  o'clock  in  the 
mrsisf.  Though  Mr  Burne  had  some  well-trained  watch-dogs,  they 
9ttt  lilrot  on  the  occasion }  the  servants  were  neither  tied  (which  is  usual 
pesiHof  this  kind)  nor  injured  The  murderers  had  their  faces  black- 
nft,  sad,  wbst  is  more  extraordinary,  a  bar  which  crossed  the  window 
II  lbs  iaiide  of  the  bed-chamber  of  the  unfortunate  gentleman  was 
hsbra,  while  the  shutters  on  the  outside  sustained  no  injury.  Moreover, 
nvell  acquainted  were  the  wretches  with  the  secret  places  where  val- 
wblM  Isy  concealed,  that  they  took  away  a  gold  watch  deposited  in  a 
nceM  under  the  cover  of  a  kettle-holder.  Mr  Burne  was  a  very  athletic 
ass,  •/ retired  habits,  about  60  years  of  age  and  upwards.  His  only 
knilf  war  a  widowed  sister.  Mr  Burne  was  a  great  stock-master,  and 
nirsded  all  the  neighbouring  fairs;  was  a  most  punctual  roan  in  his 
4fslia|i,  but  very  rough  in  his  manner,  and  by  no  means  a  favourite  with 
breosutry  people ;  he  never  interfered  in  any  way  in  public  matters,  so 
Bacbwsi  he  engaged  in  adding  to  an  income  that  was  every  succeeding 
sceumulatiog  by  his  rigid  frugality  and  application.— UuA/ta  Paper. 

Til  UTi  Explouiox  at  Ostbnd.— The  wife  of  the  Chevalier  de  Bos- 
Wfi  seeempanied  by  her  two  daughters  (accomplished  ladies  of  about  18 
m4  19  years  of  age)  were  driving  in  their  cabriolet  within  half  a  mile  of 
Ibi  srteasl  at  tbe  moment  of  explosion,  when  Madame  Bossay  was 
fiilesliy  struck  on  the  right  temple  with  a  large  piece  of  timber,  and  killed 
miistaneootly.

There  were  some  marka 
on  the  body  caused  by  her  lying  on  the  steps."— The  Coroner  hero 
observed  to  witness,  that  her  disinterested  conduct  redacted  the  highest 
honour  upon  her,  aud  the  Jury  instantly  subscribed  a  small  sum  of  uu»ney 
for  the  girl,  which  was  presented  to  her  by  the  Coroner— The  mother  ^ 
the  unmrtunate  girl  at  that  very  instant  arrived  from  Manchester  to  see 
her  daughter,  quite  unconscious  of  her  illness.  Tbe  fatigue  of  travelling 
so  far,  joined  with  the  sudden  shock  her  feelings  received  on  hearing  the 
lamentable  event,  so  far  overpowered  her,  that  she  rushed  into  the  room, 
threw  herself  down  in  a  paroxysm  of  grief,  and  implored  the  Coroner  to 
let  her  see  her  dear  Ellen.  Tbe  scene  became  so  distressing,  that  she  wee 
at  length  obliged  to  be  carried  out  of  tbe  room.— Several  witueasea  now 
corroborated  the  statement  of  the  first  witness,  and  the  Jury  returned  n 
verdict  of  **  Died  by  the  visitation  of  God." 

A  severe  storm  of  thunder  and  lightning  possed  over*Watford,  in  Hert¬ 
fordshire,  on  Sunday  night  last,  accompanied  by  tbe  descent  of  a  fire-ball, 
which  struck  a  stack  of  Cbimnies,  and  severely  injured  a  poor  woman,  wba 
is  since  dead. 

About  eight  o'clock  on  Wedacxday  night,  the  sugar  baking  houM  of 
Mr  L4tDga,  the  sugar  baker  in  the  New-road,  8i  Georges  in  the  Elast,  wee 
discovered  to  be  on  fire  in  tbe  upper  story,  which,  from  the  peculiar  nsaaoer 
of  constructing  such  buildings.  Is  always  considered  tbe  most  dangerooe. 
The  fire  burnt  downwards,  from  floor  to  floor,  with  a  rapidity  that  fde- 
fied  every  exertion ;  and  very  little  indeed  of  the  immense  properly  wao 
saved.  The  whole  is  now  reduced  to  a  heap  of  roins.  The  adjoining 
houses  were  preserved  from  nsuch  damage,  exoepting  the  destruction  off 
furniture  prematurely  removed.  The  premises  and  property  were  insared 
in  tbe  Globe  office.  No  serious  personal  injury  took  place. 

Thursday  evening  an  Inquest  was  taken  at  the  Dolphin,  Tonbridge 
street,  St  Fancras,  touchiug  the  death  of  Mr  George  Teoamr,  a  gealWmaa 
resident  at  Shoreditch.  On  Wednesday  evening  Mr  Taamer  was  driving 
along  the  New  road,  in  a  four  wheeled  chaise,  when,  la  eoaeeqaeaee  of 
tbe  horse  taking  fright  at  the  barking  of  a  dog,  the  vebielo  was  overluracd, 
and  Mr  Toomer  beiug  thrown  with  great  violenoe  upon  bia  head,  hie  shall 
was  fractured,  and  he  died  upon  the  spot.  His  lady  also  sasCaiaed  soma 
very  severe  injuries,  and  was  removed  tbe  semi  eveniog  to  Shoredileh. 
The  Jury  levied  a  deodaud  of  10/.  on  the  dog,  la  older  lo  aasure  lu  de- 
slrucliun. 

A  PouHDLiMO.— Between  five  and  six  o'clock  on  Fridey  momiag  Inst, 
a  male  child,  supposed  lo  be  eight  or  ten  days  old,  and  in  good  beallh, 
was  found  under  a  laurel-tree,  iii  the  shrubbery  of  Captain  Pay nter,R.N. 
at  St  Columb.  Suspicion  falling  on  a  young  woi^n  at  St  Columb,  soaroli 
was  made,  and  she  was  discovered  about  two  miles  from  the  place  wbeiw 
the  child  was  deposited.  She  strongly  denied  any  knowledge  of  it  for 
a  long  time  |  but  on  beering  the  little  innocent  cry,  her  metemel  feeling! 
were  so  strongly  affected,  that  she  confessed  she  was  advised  to  drop  it* 
She  seys  she  was  delivered  in  a  field  half  a  mile  from  any  house,  apd 
alone  t  she  walked  to  a  house  in  the  perish  of  Breege,  where  slie  haa 
since  beea  secreted.  The  child,  when  fi^nd,  was  clean  end  well  dreeeed, 
end  was  wrapped  in  pert  of  a  flannel  petticoat,  to  keep  it  warat-^FFafl 
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0«  Taet^j  nt|r1it  the  premitei  of  Mettri  Godderd  tod  Co.«  in  Great 
SttlTolk  itreot,  Southwark,  were  robbed  of  an  imniente  namber  of  unre* 
deemed  pledgee.  The  thieree  gained  acceee  by  the  roof.  Haring  bunt 
open  the  trapdoor,  they  deecended  into  the  etore-rooins,  in  the  upper  part 
of  the  houae,  where  nobody  slept  The  property  in  the  rooms  consisted 
chieHy  of  rrearing  apparel,  an  immense  onantity  of  which  they  tied  up  in 
bttttdlee  and  carried  oflT.  The  stock  or  jewellery  was  deposited  at  the 
lower  part  of  the  bouse.*  The  following  morning,  rarioos  articles  were 
found  strewed  on  the  roofs  of  the  adjoining  houses. 

A  Are  broke  out  about  two  o'clock  on  Thursday  morning  in  the  Horns 
publie-bouse  in  Gutter  lane,  Cheapside  :  which  destroyed  that  bouse,  and 
greatly  damaged  the  hack  premises  of  the  Cross  Keys  tarern  in  Wood 
st'rees,  defore  it  could  be  subdued  by  the  6remen.  No  lires  were  lost,  tlie 
imaatea  escaping  in  their  night  clothes. 

IVoiVDiB  Storm.— Early  on  Monday  last,  the  town  of  Caoihorne  and 
the  adjseenip  mrithes  were  risited  by  a  most.destructire  thunder- storm. 
A  poor  family  named  Orchard,  who  reside  near  Clowance  gate,  were  all 
in  bed.  The  husband,  wife,  and  a  young  child  were  in  one  bed,  and 
three  other  children  in  another.  The  lightning  struck  the  chimney,  and 
entered  the  room  where  the  bed  stood.  The  unfortunate  woman  was 
instantly  killed,  her  body  being  literally  reduced  to  a  cinder;^  the  hus* 
band  was  dreadfully  burned,  and  the  child  was  thrown  on  the  floor,  hut 
without  serious  Injury^  the  other  children  escaped.  The  night  cloUies  of 
Orchard  and  his  wi4  were  burned  to  tinder,  the  bed-clothes  burnt  and 
torn  to  pieces,  the  bedstead  shifered,  and  a  watch  which  hung  in  the 
room  was  destroyed,  no  part  hut  the  case  being  found.  The  destructire 
fluid  made  its  way  through  the  floor,  and  escaped  through  the  end  wall, 
in  which  It  left  a  large  aperture.  A  pig,  which  weighed  15  score  (3001bs.) 
was  killed  In  its  stye.  These  raragM  hare  bereared  four  young  children 
of  one  parent,  snd  so  severely  injured  the  other,  who  is  an  industrious 
man,  as  to  render  it  doubtful  whether  be  will  be  able  to  follow  his  occu* 
patton  again.  In  the  adjoining  parish  a  horse  was  killed  by  lightning 
during  the  storm.— rVest  Briton,  Sept,  33. 

Private  SOAP  Manupactort.— A  few  days  ago,  in  consequence  of 
pr|vdte  information.  Greater  and  Ellerm,  officers  of  Excise,  proceeded  to 
the  premises  of  Mr  Tweed,  cabinet  maker,  in  Globe  lane,  where  after 
traversing  subterraneous  passages  most  ingeniously  contrived,  and  makiug 
th^ir  way  through  a  number  of  difficulties,  they  discovered  a  complete 
apparatus  for  the  manufactory  of  snap,  together  with  a  boiling  of  near  a 
ton  weight,  which  bad  been  recently  run  ofl’,  then  drying  in  the  frames. 
They  also  found,  in  the  upper  part  of  the  dwelling  bouse,  a  large  quantity 
of  manufactured  soap,  which,  together  with  the  frames,  they  removed  to 
the  Excise  office*  The  same  officers,  on  the  same  day,  discovered  a  private 
atill,  in  full  work,  which,  together  with  100  gallons  of  wash  and  raw 
apirlta,  they  likewise  brought  away.
